Candidates of Both 
Parties Agree Two 
W eeks Before Election 


The two Republican and one 
Democratic 
representatives 
from 
the 51st Senatorial district went on 
record Saturday night as opposing 
the Blue Ballot amendment on 
grounds that ifs a measure strictly 
for the benefit of Cook county, as 
it would give the Chicago area con­ 
trol of the state. 
Speakers were Rep. Paul Powell, 
Democrat, and Rep. Gordon Kerr 
and Rep. W. O. Verhines, Repub­ 
licans, who addressed a gathering 
at the Saline county court house. 
The amendment calls for the re­ 
districting of the state with Cook 
county getting a majority in the 
state house of representatives. 
It also calls for downstate to get 
a majority in the state senate, but 
Rep. Powell stated that with the 
stated majority, downstate would 
get three less senators than it now 
has and that Cook county could 
get a majority in the senate in the 
future easy enough. 
Would Create Confusion 
Powell said that under the pro­ 
posed amendment, the representa­ 
tive districts would be on the basis 
of population and the senate dis­ 
tricts on an area basis. 
“That would bring about senate 
and representative districts with 
different boundaries and would cre­ 
ate confusion,” Powell stated, add 
ing: 
"And here’s the catch: 
It pro­ 
vides that if the state is not fed is 
tricted every ten years, and if the 
Cook county bosses decide they 
don’t want a redistricting, and if 
the committees fail to act on ap 
pointments to the senate, then the 
senators will run from the state at 
large. Then Cook county will take 
away your majority in the senate, 
and will control both houses. 
Higher Cost 
"And,” he continued, “there's 
nothing in the amendment that tells 
how one is nominated from the 
state at large.” 
Powell said it would cost the tax 
payers a million dollars more per 
biennium under the proposal, that 
24 representatives and seven sena 
tors would be added to the legis 
lature, each with a salary of S10,- 
000, plus mileage and committee 
expenses. 
He said the resolution for redis­ 
tricting, passed at the la*t Gen 
eral Assembly, provides for area 
districts for senator, but a look at 
the picture shows that downstate 
the senate districts will have 1,617 
square miles and in Cook the dis 
tricts will be 39.3 square miles. 
"This is equal to the way they 
trade in Cook county,” he stated. 
"They’ll take a horse and give away 
a rabbit anytime.” 
He pointed out that areas have 
not been used as a basis for dis­ 
tricts in states since 1844 and ask 
ed: 
“Why Illinois now?” 
Woald Curtail S ill 
Then Powell predicted that if 
Cook county gets control of the 
bouse of representatives, which it 
will have with passage of the Blue 
Ballot amendment at the polls Nov. 
2. that downstate will come out on 
the short end of allocations for 
schools and roads, that during the 
past years Chicago has fought for 
more money at the expense of 
downstate. 
He also predicted it would mean 
the main part of the University of 
Illinois would be taken to Chicago 
with the school at Urbana just a 
branch. 
A two-year school was 
started at Navy Pier in Chicago, he 
explained, and now a four year 
school has been approved for Chi­ 
cago.
